1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

3.1 While Risan discloses a method for providing media content while preventing 
unauthorized distribution; and Herz et al. discloses a system for secure data exchange including a 
first and second party connected to the system; neither of these references taken either alone or 
in combination with the prior art of record discloses a method for user modeling in media 
delivery networks that includes the calculation, using the user modeling server, a final preference 
value associated with a user preference for said second application based on said first defined 
preference value, second defined preference value, and the value indicating said degree of trust 
acknowledged by said second application to the usage data provided by said first application, the 
value indicating said degree of trust being applied to said first preference value as a weight, as 
specifically shown in the claims, in combination with the remaining elements and features of the 
instant invention, it is for these reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of 
record.
